Just pinch the bottle gently and the 
dust goes exactly where needed with- 
out bothering the beneficial bees and 
ladybugs on other parts of the plant. A 
liquid detergent bottle is an alterna- 
tive, but the spout is not as long. I use 
mine also for dusting under strawber- 
ries to get rid of earwigs.

For Staking Tomatoes

Albuquerque, N. M.—Growing plants 
outdoors in hanging baskets here is 
tricky business because they dry out 
fast. For insulation and extra moisture 
I put the plant in a clay pot two inches 
smaller, center it in the basket, then 
fill the space between with vermiculite 
kept moist. This way soil in the pot 
does not dry quickly, and plants do 
not wilt in the hot wind. 


TLC FROM A FOAM CUP 
KEEPS SEEDLINGS GROWING

Mattawan, Mich.—I start seeds in my 
coldframe in foam drinking cups filled 
with planting medium—one plant per- 
mitted per cup. When plants are big 
enough to transplant to the garden, I 
slice off the bottom, set cup and all in 
the soil, firm down, and then pull up 
the cup high enough to act as a wind, 
sun and cutworm guard. You can even 
lay paper for frost protection over the 
tops without harming plants. Eventu- 
ally remove cups and discard, but they 
are a boon while plantlets are small. 
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
